ARCHDBACON OF THE FLEET, 


The Archbishop of Cunterbury instituted the 

Ray. Hogh Singleton Wood, tho nowly-gazotted 
Chaplain of the Fleot, to tho office of Archdeacon 
of the Fleet in tho chapel of Lambeth Palace 
last month, The coremony of institation to an 
office or benefice in. the Pharoh is of varying 
character, but bas usuallY been regarded as 9° 
private {auction in which the bisbop and priest 
were clone concerned and aoder that aspect, it 
was conducted, The institution of au archdescon 
ia not of the same nature as tha inatitution of a 
prist to a benefice, inasmuch ts an archdeacon 
is not invested with the onre of souls as a parish 
priest is; he in only the oculus episcopi for his 
arohdeaconry. The office of Archdeacon of the 
Floet was originated by Archbishop Temple 
io 102, and first conferrod upon Archdeacon 
Stuart Horris, who had been appointed Chaplain 
of the Plest in 1901, It arose out of aatrong | 
foling, that bid fair to develop into an agitation 
that the senior chaplain in the Royal Navy 
should posseig some more distinguishing title, 
equal at least tothat of Choglsin-Gonoral to the 
Army, sud there was at tha time an equal] 
strong feeling that the seen pants of both 
positions should be in Episcopal orders.

CAST AWKY ON- AN UNINHABITED [SLAND. 
The Singapore Free Presa of Nov. 5th ‘says’: 
—It is report-d that’ the Num Sang, which ar- 
rived here on Friday from Hongkong, picked 
up three emaciated Chinesy coolies on a bamboo 
raft, The meu, who are very thin, state that 
about a month ago they sailed fro Singapore 
in o juuk, the persons on the eraft numbering 
eight all told. Everything went well till their 
voyage had been # week in progress and then 
one morning a terribla storm aruse and their 
vessel was whirlet before it like acork. After 
driving before the gale for some hours the Junk 
suddenly went to picees ona small island and 
with good luck they all managed to get ashore 
though they were severely bruised and -hatterod 
in the surf. * When they recovered somewhat 
they explored the island which they found was 
uninhabited. For two weeks the eight mon 
remained on the island eating shell-fish und” 
drinking water caught in the crevices of rocks, 
As no soil bove in sight three of the most 
daring decided to build o raft and put tosea im 
the hope of drifting into the track of steamers, 
With the nid of their oomrades the three . 
adventurera built 9 raft out of giant bamboos 
which grew in profasion on tho jsland and 
with a sock of dried fish and little water 
put to sea one day amidst the farowell 
shonts of their. less daring comrades.” For 
six days~the buoyant bamboo raft drifted 
steadily uway from the island without a single 
sail sppearing on the horizon even, and as their 
stock of food and water was dove the nox 
prepared to die. On the evening of tho sixth 
day, howerer, smoke was seen on the horizon and 
then’ the hull of a large steamer rapidly came 
into view making right for the castaways.

JAPAN-CHINA TRADE, 


THE CAUSKS OF PRESENT PROKPERITY. 
1 eae 

Mr, Tosa, Managing Dircotor of the Huosr 
Steamship Co.. speaking recently with referance 
to thy prosfwrons condition of the Japan-China 
trade, altributed it to the prowth of the purchas. 
ing power amongst the Chineaa.paople, chiefly 
bronght aboitt by thy rise in the price of silver 
and the lowering of shipping. freight, Gener- 
ally speaking, the economic conditions in Chinn 
havo been very favourable ‘of Inty years, though 
the wholosalo minting of copper coin in order to 
rolievs the financial pressure of eactain locatitins 
has given an advorso offect lo a cortain extent, 
Tho keen competition which is sow going on 
hotween the Japanese aud foreign steamship 
companies lias resulted in o great reduction ‘of 
freight und passouger fares. The reason that 
th’ competition baa not weakenad the particip- 
wuts is because the reduction in freight and 
paskige.hor resulted in a great increase in (he 
quantity of cargo and the number of passongors, 
and thug the compotitors are enabled to make 
gand, to a large extant, what otherwise would 
‘be a ruinous loss. The lowering io freight has 
again created an increased demand for Japaneno 
articles in Cina, and thei export is rapidly 
increasing. However distasteful the situation 
may prove to the steamship companies who are 
epgeged in the competition, it will not fail to ba 
very banaiicial to the development of the China’ 
trade, for the articles which are now importad 
and have established a hol on the market will 
most probab'y remain so, . 

‘Tho present rise in tho price of silver, con- 
tinued Mr, ‘I'osa, is by no means gn inrignitioant 
fastor in the encouragemont of Chinn trade, 
‘Thy fluota itions of ailvarara always influencing 
China trade, good or bud. In 1902 silver fell 
to from 21 to 22 pones, and thongh it geantly 
recovered ite oricsin LU¢ it did not rise above 
28 penoe. Sines November last year it had 
heen oscillatings fu the neighbourhood of 30 
ponee, hut it has now risan aboge 32 pence. 
This hos visibly ineroased the purchasing power 
of the naticae apd ecimulated the demand for 
Japanese goods, Mr. ‘fasn concluded by urg- 
ing that Jupan chould now take full advantage 
of thia circumstancn aa well.na the’ prevailing 
Townes1.of treiehtia extend the kale in China 
of the artioles ake oan prodaca,—depar Chrontée,
